SENIORS  MAKE  EXCELLENT 

COLLEGE  ADMISSIONS  RECORD 


GRADUATES  ARE  WIDELY 

DISTRIBUTED  IN  COLLEGES 


In  June  1949,  Governor  Dummer  graduat- 
ed 63  boys,  of  whom  58  were  seniors  and 
five  were  postgraduate  students.  As  this 
issue  goes  to  press  (June  20,  1949),  55  boys 
have  already  been  admitted  to  college,  of 
whom  all  but  two  were  admitted  to  the  col- 
lege of  their  official  first  choice.  Four  more 
candidates  will  probably  be  admitted  soon. 
Two  seniors  who  were  not  admitted,  as  well 
as  two  other  seniors  who  were  not  college 
candidates  this  year,  will  return  to  Governor 
Dummer  next  year  as  postgraduates. 

The  school  is  very  proud  of  this  record  be- 
cause of  the  severe  competition  which  exists 
today  for  entrance  to  college,  particularly  to 
those  colleges  which  enjoy  the  highest  repu- 
tation. For  this  reason,  we  are  listing  below 
all  those  colleges  for  which  we  had  more 
than  one  candidate  this  spring.  Almost  all 
of  these  colleges  require  College  Board  ex- 
aminations. Only  those  colleges  which  repre- 
sent the  official  first  choice  of  each  candidate 
are  named  below:

ENROLLMENT  REACHES  NEW  HIGH 


Wide  Geographic  Distributioi 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  186th  con- 
secutive year  on  Tuesday,  September  21, 
1948,  with  a  capacity  enrollment  of  214 
boys.  Ten  additional  rooms  in  the  new  wing 
of  Peirce  made  it  possible  to  accept  193 
boarders  and  twenty-one  day  students. 

Twenty-two  states  and.  one  foreign  coun- 
try were  represented  on  the  Academy  roster. 
After  Massachusetts,  New  York  had  the 
largest  delegation  with  twenty-six;  New 
Hampshire  and  Maine  followed  with  thir- 
teen and  twelve  respectively.  Eight  came 
from  Ohio  and  seven  from  Illinois  and  Con- 
necticut. Rhode  Island  and  New  Jersey  each 
had  six.  There  were  four  from  Texas,  three 
from  Pennsylvania,  two  from  Michigan  and 
two  from  Indiana.  Vermont,  Minnesota, 
Oregon,  Oklahoma,  Missouri,  North  Caro- 
lina, California,  Kentucky,  and  Wisconsin 
were  represented  by  one  student  each,  as 
was  Sweden.

GYMNASIUM  NOW  UNDER  WAY 


GROUND  BROKEN  ON  APRIL  11 


Hope  Held  Out  for  Completion  by 
January  7,  1950 


On  April  9,  Mr.  Eames  announced  to  the 
student  body  the  immediate  construction  of 
a  new  gymnasium  to  honor  graduates  who 
served  in  the  armed  forces  during  World 
War  II.  The  total  cost  of  the  building,  in- 
cluding grading,  walks,  drives,  parking  lot 
and  services,  will  be  approximately  $400,000. 
The  entire  amount  has  been  made  available 
by  a  large  number  of  recent  gifts  made  for 
the  purpose  by  alumni,  parents,  trustees, 
and  other  friends  of  the  school. 

The  growth  of  the  Academy  in  recent 
years  has  made  the  Lang  Gymnasium, 
erected  in  1921,  inadequate,  and  the  new 
building,  which  will  provide  lockers  and 
dressing  rooms  for  the  entire  student  body 
of  215  boys,  has  been  sorely  needed.  Con- 
struction by  Horn  Brothers  of  Boston  began 
on  April  11  in  the  hope  that  the  building  can 
be  completed  by  January  1,  1950.  Favorable 
weather  conditions  have  made  possible  very 
encouraging  progress  this  spring. 

Designed  by  Kilham,  Hopkins,  Greeley 
&  Brodie  of  Boston,  the  new  gymnasium 
will  be  of  modern  design.  It  will  be  construct- 
ed of  white  brick.  Large  panels  of  glass  blocks 
and  generous  use  of  Indiana  limestone  for 
trim  and  supporting  piers  will  make  the  mass 
of  the  building  less  conspicuous. 

Access  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor  will 
be  through  a  memorial  entrance  hall.  The 
main  floor,  75'  x  103',  will  be  large  enough 
to  permit  the  use  of  three  cross  courts  for 
basketball.  The  walls  will  be  faced  with  buff- 
colored  glazed  tile,  and  the  ceiling  will  be 
acoustically  treated. 

On  the  ground  floor  level,  there  will  be 
two  large  general  locker  rooms,  two  home 
team  dressing  rooms,  a  visiting  team  dress- 
ing room,  a  large  wrestling  room,  and  offi- 
cials' dressing  room,  and  a  large  athletic  sup- 
ply room.  Provisions  for  showers  and  dressing 
are  generous  throughout.  Walls  are  faced 
with  glazed  tile  and  floors  are  terrazzo. 


ALL-WEATHER  TENNIS  COURTS 
COMPLETED  ON   COTTAGE   SITE 


Work  on  the  two  new  tennis  courts  an- 
nounced by  Mr.  Eames  at  the  end  of  the 
winter  term  was  begun  during  the  spring 
recess  and  has  now  been  completed  by  the 
Driscoll  Company,  who  built  a  large  number 
of  similar  courts  at  Harvard  last  year. 

The  Governor  Dummer  courts  are  con- 
structed on  a  twelve-inch  layer  of  gravel. 
Two  layers  of  asphalt  and  stone  "hot-top" 
were  laid  on  the  gravel  and  thoroughly  rolled 
with  a  power  roller.  A  layer  of  asphalt  and 
sand  was  applied  next  to  smooth  out  minor 
irregularities  in  the  surface.  Next  came  a  lay- 
er of  cork  granules  held  in  place  by  an  asphalt 
emulsion  and  finally  two  layers  of  asphalt 
and  green  paint  on  which  the  court  lines  are 
painted  with  so-called  "traffic-white."

plan  a  testing  program  which  would  be  more 
helpful  in  determining  the  aptitudes  of  each 
student  and  which  would  provide  more  data 
to  aid  the  administration  in  guidance  work.

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EDITORIAL 

As  boys  grow  older,  more  and  more  re- 
sponsibility is  usually  given  them  both  at 
home  and  in  their  schools.  How  well  they 
can  accept  each  new  responsibility  is  one 
measure  of  their  development  and,  inci- 
dentally, of  their  readiness  for  college. 

Shortly  after  the  opening  of  the  winter 
term,  the  graduating  class  here  at  Governor 
Dummer  was  granted  a  new  privilege,  the 
privilege  of  studying  in  their  own  rooms 
during  their  free  class  periods  instead  of  in 
the  large  supervised  study  halls.
